WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING JUNE 22 


Reprinted from Weekly Weather and Crop Bulletin supplied by 
National Weather Service, NOAA. 


HIGHLIGHTS: For the last week of spring, cool air hovered over 

the Rocky Mountains and pushed into the High Plains while tempera- 
tures averaged above normal in the eastern half of the Nation. 

In the central States, average temperatures were 4-9 degrees 

above normal. Typical of late spring, thunderstorms with 
associated severe weather, were rampant from Montana to Colorado 
and from the Plains to the east coast. Flooding of small streams 
posed serious problems in many States. In the Southwest, hot and 
dry winds kicked up dust storms and increased fire hazards. 


PRECIPITATION: Severe thunderstorm activity raged in the Central 
Plains on Monday. Thunderstorms began developing during the early 
afternoon from east Kansas into Missouri and spread rapidly to 
Oklahoma and Arkansas. Scattered activity developed in Illinois 
and Minnesota. By the days end, violent thunderstorms with heavy 
rain occurred in northwest Kansas. Severe flooding resulted from 
storms in Kansas and Missouri. Thundershowers were scattered along 
the east coast and in the northern and central Rockies. The Gulf 
States enjoyed a welcome respite from heavy rain. Thunderstorms 
with heavy rain in northwest Kansas continued into Tuesday and 
spread into central and eastern Nebraska. Scattered thunderstorms 
developed Northeast of this area through the Great Lakes and from 
Arkansas to Ohio. Tornadoes and hail were reported across 8 States. 
An unusually deep storm for this time of year brought strong 
winds to northern Arizona and showers to the northwestern quarter 
of the Nation. Thunderstorms continued along the east coast. 
Serious agricultural flooding from a previous rain continued on 
Wednesday in east-central Kansas and threatened in northeast 
Kansas and eastern Nebraska as renewed thunderstorm activity began. 
Storms were vigorous in Iowa and northeast through the Lakes 
area. Thunderstorms increased in the southeastern States and

POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - WISCONSIN - Heavy reproduction 
noted.

TOBACCO HORNWORM (Manduca sexta) - FLORIDA - Very heavy on 
untreated flue-cured tobacco at Live Oak, Suwannee County; 
controlled in commercial plantings. (Fla. Coop. Sur.).

EUROPEAN CORN BORER (OsStrinia nubilalis) - KANSAS - Eggs hatched 
on corn in McPherson, Wabaunsee, and Shawnee Counties. (Bell). 
MISSOURI - Moderate to heavy on early planted corn throughout 
north-central and northwest areas. Leaf feeding on 39-85 percent 
of plants. Second and third instars 1-5 per infested plant.

ALABAMA - 
Previously reported mixed infestation of this Species and 
Diatraea grandiosella (southwestern corn borer) in 300 acres of 
corn in Cherokee County now found to infest 10-33 percent of 
several thousand acres in this county.

FALL ARMYWORM (Spodoptera frugiperda) - FLORIDA - Problem last 
10 days in young field corn, required treatments in Gadsden and 
Jackson Counties. Larvae 2-3 per stalk in one field. (Fla. Coop. 
Sur.). OKLAHOMA - First of season. Light on sorghum in Washita 
Cauntyee(Okla. “Coop. Sur.) 


STALK BORER (Papaipema nebris) - OHIO - Infested 2 percent of 
corn in Madison County field. (Lewis). VIRGINIA - Damaged 80 
percent of corn seedlings in 30-acre field in Washington County. 
Required replanting. (Derting). MARYLAND - Population levels in 
PlLeLla  conmeLar below’ those of past 2 years. (U. Md.; Ent; Dept.) . 


POTATO STEM BORER (Hydroecia micacea) - NEW YORK - Larvae, 0.75- 
I~29 tnehes, collected by A. Muka June 5, 1975. Feeding on 3 to 

S-inch tall corn in Canton and Hopkinton Townships, St. Lawrence 
County. Plants wilted and brown; 2 central leaves each contained 
Silo lanvas wdentrtueds by J.G. FPranclemont. (Muka): This as a 

new State record. (Willson). 


CORN ROOTWORMS (Diabrotica spp.) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Initial hatch; 
first instars in southeast area corn June 18. (Walgenbach). 
MISSOURI - D. virgifera (western corn rootworm) heavy in southwest 
area popcorn. Larvae and pupae 25-30 per plant in severely 

damaged field. (English). Hatched in north-central and northwest 
areas. (Munson). 


SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) - TEXAS - Very light on 
sorghum in Blackland area and throughout south-central area. 
Observed in all blooming sorghum fields in Rio Grande Valley 
area, aS high as 40 adults per head in field south of Weslaco.

AN APHID (Rhopalosiphum rufiabdominalis) - ARKANSAS - Further 
Survey of rice in southeast and east-central areas indicate 
infestations not widespread and have disappeared for present.

GRASSHOPPERS - MISSOURI - Melanoplus spp. hatched in southern area 
pastures.

developed again in southern Louisiana and in Mississippi. Showers 
were scattered throughout the Rockies with most of the activity 
in Montana and spreading into the Dakotas. Gusty wind and blowing 
dust continued in the Southwest. Thursday, accumulated rainfall 
had caused flooding from the foothills of the Rockies to the 
Missouri Valley and south to Kansas and Missouri. Most of the 
severe weather struck in the central and northern Plains. Four- 
teen tornadoes were reported from Nebraska through the Dakotas. 
Other showers and thunderstorms dampened the northern Half of the 
intermountain region in the Pacific Northwest and gulf coast 
through the Appalachians into New York. Continuing thunderstorms 
and heavy rain had increased the area of flooding by Friday, and 
many rivers in the Plains and Mississippi and Missouri Valley 
States were out of their banks. Most thunderstorm activity was 
from northwest Texas to South Dakota and into the western Lakes 
area. Other storms dotted the northern Rockies, Ohio Valley, gulf 
coast, and the Southeast. High wind and hot dry weather increased 
the fire danger in the Southwest. Early Saturday saw heavy rain 
falling in Utah and Wyoming with showers throughout the central 
and northern Rockies including already soggy Montana. The most 
severe activity was little east of yesterday's line from central 
Texas to Wisconsin. The entire Southeast from the Mississippi 
Delta to the south Atlantic coast Later, severe weather spread 
eastward to Illinois and Indiana and the western Lake States and 
to southwest Texas. 


TEMPERATURE: The week began with Sharply contrasting temperatures. 
Monday, a record high was reported at Midland, Texas, and many 
stations in the southwest topped the 100 degree mark. Early 
Tuesday, at 2 a.m. the temperature was still hot and dry with 

93 degrees at Needles, California. Further north, record low 
temperatures for the date were being set. Cheyenne, Wyoming, had 
a low of 35 degrees and North Platte, Nebraska, dropped to 43 
degrees. Thursday, a record low temperature was set at Flagstaff, 
Arizona, with a freezing 29 degrees. Later in the day the 
thermometer rose to the 90's as far north as southern New England 
and southern Minnesota. A record high was set at Baltimore of 95 
degrees. Except for northern New England, most of the Nation east 
of the Rockies was warm on Friday. The highest reading was 103 
degrees at Carlsbad, New Mexico. The first day of Summer, Saturday, 
saw hot muggy weather moving north into the Ohic Valley and Great 
Lakes area. Readings in the 90'S were common, and Lafayette, 
Indiana, Shared the Nation's high reading with Needles, California, 
reporting 98 degrees. Alpena, Michigan, had a record high of 85 
degrees, breaking the old record of 79 degrees. Sunday, cooler 
weather had come to the East and remained in the West, but hot 
muggy weather continued to surge northward into the Central 
States. Alpena, Michigan set another record with a reading of 93 
degrees. 
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
